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SANITARY BOARD 
ON GRAFT TRAIL 
Wire Tapping and Theft of 


Current at Lockport Un- 
der Inquiry. 


READ METERS FALSELY. 


The trustees of the sanitary district are 
investigating» what they term one of the 
oddest minor grafts ever discovered in a pub- 
lic institution of Chicago or Cook county. 

The graft consisted of thievery of electric 
current, bullding tools, and materials of the 
sanitary district In Lockport. Wire tapping 
and false reading of meters furnished the 
most extensive part of the fraud. The trus- 
tees, who have been investigating the matter 
for a month, declare that the actual loss to 
the district will not exceed a few thousand 


was made of the connection the employés, 
contrary to orders, did not install meters, 
but the meter reader pretended metere were 
in. 

Mr. Sullivan said that some city officials 
have been getting light free without the 
knowledge of the district. 

“We are going to the bottom of the sit- 
vation,” said Mr. Sullivan. “ We have found 
enough grafting to make trouble for some- 
body. The books have been manipulated and 
far we have found About fifty or sixty ac- 
counts that were juggled. 

“Our investigation will not stop at this 
department. The Lockport end of the dis- 
trict has been run loosely. But it Is such a 
small part of our whole system that we have 
not paid the attention to it which we should 
have done.” 

Trustee Thomas J. Healy said the trustees 
were convinced the district had been getting 
the worst of it. : 

“Some of them fixed the meters so that 
when the inspector came around it had regis- 
tered little or nothing, and their bills were 
unusually small,” he Said. Others went a 
step farther and tapped the wires. Then 
they had the meter taken /out and used the 
current without the knowledge of the col- 
lectors.”’

REVEALS SAD STORY OF SLUM LIFE 


The child welfare exhibit opened at @ 
o’clock last night at the Coliseum. “ An en- 
hibit of humanity,“ some one called it. In 
photograph and printed fact the manner n 
which the “ other half lives for once is laid 
bare to the remaining 80 per cent. 

Above the chatter and trampling feet of the 
5,000 men and_women who filled the build- 
ing sounded the voices of youth. The noise 
ot the thousands who could not find seats 
drowned out the speakers, but not the voices 
of the children. It was their hall, their eu- 
hibit, their hope, and they held it. 

It was after the singing by a chorus of 600 
school children Cyrus H. McCormick arose 
and stepped to the front of the platform. He 
weved his hand for silence, but the shifting 
feet of the unseated kept on. From the for 
ward seats suddenly spurted a vivid young 
man of about 17. He waved his arms as ‘ 
an impresario. He thrust his head forwerd 
and lifted hie arma. 

* Seven cheers for Mr. McCormick! *” When 
the responding voices of youth subsided the 
unseated stoed in silence while Mr. McCor- 
mick spoke. 


Shows Rights of City Child. 

“City children,“ he said, have the same 
birthright as their more fortunate brothers 
of the country, fresh air, pure food, plenty 
of room to play. They don't always get it. 
Instead they receive the advantages of a 
community. _Often these advantages are far 
from sufficient to compensate them for the 
loss of the three things of their birthright. 
It ig the duty, then, of the city to return this 
lost inheritance. 

We are trying to doit. That we have . 
not been altogether successful may be judged 
from he fact that 300,000 children died last 
year in the United States. The death rate, 
of course, was far greater in the cities than 
elsewhgge. Part of it was due to ignorance— 
most of it, in fact. It is this ignorance which 
must be removed.

Control of the Republican state organiza- 
tion by the young and new element isa main 
spoke in the wheel, and as a natural result 
of a successful campaign before next April's 
primaries, domination of the Illinois delega- 
tion to the Republican national convention is 
expected to follow. 

The “cleanup’’ is expected by its propo- 
nents to erase from Illinois Republican poli- 
tics the bulk of the old time ring leaders in 
dominating political combinations. 

That the effect of the campaign initiated 
with the declaration tonight, is to be felt im- 
mediately in Cook county Republican poli- 
tics, is freely predicted, and the belief is ex- 
pressed among Chicago politicians who are 
in Springfield, that the beginning of the end 
of the Cook county machine is at hand. 


No Slate Agreed Upon. 

The new blood organization as yet has 
made no state slate. It has no candidate for 
governor at this time, nor is it tied up to any 
candidate for the presidency. The United 
States senatorship has not yet been consid- 
ered, according to some of the leaders in the 
new movement, 

The theory upon which the organization is 
consummated, as agreed by all of the signers 
of the compact, is that the progressive Re- 
publican organization of the senate, having 
been in control for four years, is the one 
organization which has kept faith with the 
Republican platform and has endeavored to 
put on the statute books the progressive 
platform planks of the two last campaigns.

Mass Convention Planned. 

Upon this theory the plans involve an im-

Hurburgh Goes Into Details. 
“This is a movement,” said Serator Hur- 
burgh, “organized and cemented by mem- 
bers of the Illinois state senate after mature 


best known citizens of Lockport, ministers, 
former and present city officials, and leading 
business men are said to have benefited 
through employés of the sanitary district.

A number of the employés of the district 
have been discharged and the trustees now 
are on the trail of others. It is said that 
an extensive housecleaning at the Lockpori 
power plant will take place meide of a week. 

Two or three churches are said to have ben- 
efited by the false reading of the meters. 
The public school also received light at ex- 
tremely low rate. 

In at least one of the most flagrant cases 
of cheating by the employés of the sanitary 
district, the beneficiaries of the graft were 
unconecious of what Was going on. 

The Rev. J. «. McGovern complained on 
several 6ccasions to the Lockport office that 
his bill seemed to be too low fon both his 
church and his parsonage. He was always 
turned away witha smile. A few weeks ago 
he discovered that his house was not even 
connected with a meter. 

Yesterday several trustees said the em- 
ployés of the Lockport office seemed to wish 
only popularity as a return for their petty 
thievery. No other motive could be found in 
their presenting the Rev.-Mr. McGovern with 
electric light for practically nothing. 


School Bills Are Low. 

Another minister is said to have been sim- 
Uarly favored. Ald. C. H. Foster, secre- 
tary of the schoo! board? said he never 
thought of the low bills sent to the board for 
lighting. As for himself, he declared he 
had used the service for only two months 
in which time he had paid ali the bills pre- 
sented to him. He said he knew nothing 
of the false meter reading. 

Several employés were discharged six weeks 
ago, among them Supt. Oscar J..May, Fore- 
man Frank Lupe, with four others. These 
were involved in a scandal concerning the 
building of residences. It was charged that 
the superintendent not only used the dis- 
trict’s laborers, but also supplied cement. 
Tools and materials belonging to the district 
were said to have been sold. 

The latest alleged graft discovery is in the 
collection department, and John J. Ward 
was cut off the pay roll on May 1. accord- 
ing, to Trustee Thomas Sullivan. 

Ward Said He Was Too Busy. 

Ward declared when faced with the ac- 
cugationse of the trustees, thet the district 
nad given him so much work to do that he 

not have time to read the meters and 

the bills aleo, and that for this rea- 

son he was unable to keep bis books in 
proper shape. 

Trustee Sullivan, accompanied by Elec- 
trical Engineer Deininger and others yester- 
day began the inquiry by calling in district 
customers one by one to demand a settile- 
ment for current used in the last two or 
three years. 

It is an established fact that houses were 
connected up with main supply cable and 
the fact not entered on the books of the dis-

Two Detectives Arrest Three Alleged

Arrayed in Glory of White Linen 
Suit and Panama He 
Strolls Streets. 


The first real miesummer outfit to be worn 
in Chicago this year was displayed on Mad!- 
son street yesterday afternoon when John 
Conway Hutchins, assistant manager of the 
Hotel La Salle, appeared in a white linen 


suit, turquoige biue silk shirt and a Paname 
bat. 


Jane Adcams could not make herself heard 
above the noise, so contented herself with a 
few words. She said she hoped the opening 
of the exhibit wouli signalize the opening 
of a new era for children in Chicago. 

Judge Julian W. Mack, formerly of the 
Juvenile court here, followed. He had none 
of the difficulties of Miss Addams. His voice, 
really, was the first which was heard in the 
‘balconies. Im swift succession he demanded 
for children better homes, better amuse- 
menta, better influences, and ended by say- 
ing: “ Call it eociallem or anything else that 
you please—it’s right.” 

He decried the society which would sep- 
arate a mother from her child rather than 
give her the means to support it. 


Way to Solve Problems. 

Let us give the money we now spend on 
institutions to the mothers who crave noth- 
ing else than a chance to take care of their 
children. To mothers we should give thie; to 
children, recreation, pleasure, happiness, 
whatever you like. It le something they must 
have; something as essential as books. The 
working girl coming home at night to the 
slums is a thing that we tolerate to our ever- 
lasting shame and degradation. 

We must put into the life of young people 
plenty of chance for decent recreation—then 
the dance hall and beer gardens will be easy 
problems. To sweep them away without put- 
ting something in their place, on the other 
hand, is a half way measure which never can 
be of any efficacy.”

There were a good many children, more 
women, and plenty of men One thing re- 
marked upon was the presence of hundreds 
of girls, too old to be schoolgirls and too 
young to be married. 

By the entrance a baby checking booth did 
a rushing business the most of the evening. 

Like the seats in front of the 
speakers’ platform, it was filled almost de- 
fore the actual program began. 


Tells Its Story Plainly. 

The exhibit is ruthless. It drags mother- 
hood from its yell of sweet acented sanctity | 
and shows it as a plain, important function, 
taking place frequently among filthy sur- 
roundings under the guidance of ignorant 
midwives. Eighty-six\per cent of the annual 
births in Chicago, it remarks, are attended 
only by midwives. 

It is laconic. You see row after row of 
tiny dolle pasted flat on the wall. These 
2.500 children, the text remarks, died 
here last year of preventable di 1 
It ie graphic.

The exhibit, likewise, makes no bones about 
saying that cow’s milk ian’t the right sort of 
milk for baby. Nor does it recommend that 
beby be made the subject of indiscriminete 
kissing. In fact, there are brutal photo- 
graphs of tubercular mothers kissing the 
disease into their children. The exhibit on 
hygiene is plainly most disagreeable. 

There is one booth devoted to blindness. It 
explains that 80 per cent of the blindness now 
fin existence could have been avoided by early 
application of nitrate of silver to the eyes of 
the infant. This remedy, if applied to a 
healthy eye, does no harm; if applied to an 
wnhealthy eye, it destroys the germ which 
ea uses opthalmia. n

Volunteers Flock to Rebels 


Juarez itself contains tonight the larger 
part of Madero’s original force of 1,940 men, 
augmented by several scores of volunteers 
who during the day enlisted under the ban- 
ner of the victorious rebel army and were 
armed with captured rifles. 

Now that the battle’ of Jaurez has hook 
fought and won, even the insurrecto leaders 
are wondering somewhat at the easiness of 
the capture of the city that appeared almost 
impregnable. 

With a well drilled force of regulars, 
thoroughly armed with field guns and rapid- 
firers. posted at strategical points, Navarro 
out fought and outmaneuvered, suryender- 
ed to a force of insurrectos that at the most 
did not number more than 600 or 700 fighting 
men when the white flag on the federal bar- 
racks was run up. 

An explanation may be found in the talk 
of federal prisoners. A number of the 
wounded expressed sympathy with the inaur- 
recto cause. while others unwounded but 
disarmed, openly fraternized with théfebels. 

„They simply would not fight,” epitomized 
the belief in insurrecto ranks. 


Red Cross Invades City. 

That the Mexican federal forces are al- 
most without provision for surgical and med- 
ical care was shown when the Red Cross 
surgeons and nurses from El Paso invaded 
the captured city and took possession of the 
barracks and other temporary field hospitals 
where scores of wounded awaited their care. 

Three or four federals were found in an old 
hotel that had been used by Navarro as a 
hospital. They were suffering from wounds 
received in the fighting around Casas 
Grandes nearly two months ago and had re« 
ceived no care since that time. 

Hollow eyed skeletons, with gangrenous 
wounds, gazed silently at the Red Cross 
workers as they set to work not at first with 
the wounded but with disinfectants and 
water to clean the place. 

In one room in a heap were found four 
bodies. Stretched on the floor in another 
room were five wounded men. One was 
dying from a shot through the lungs. The 
latter had been nursed by a woman. 

Eight cases of typhoid fever were found by 
the Red Cross corps at this one hospital 
One patient was a maniac. 


MARCH ON MEXICO CITY NEXT.

The change was based per- 
haps upon the reported renewal of negotia- 
tions for peace which Minister de la Barres 
declared were already under way this after- 
noon. 

A flood of disquieting rumors swept over 
the city today, causing many anxious in- 
quiries, particularly from foreigners. ‘The 
most startling was to the effect that Gen. 
Diaz had resigned and that Jorge Vere Es- 
tanol, minister of education, yesterday ap- 
pointed minister of the interior, was.to be 
made president temporarily. 

Gen. Diaz's resignation was said to have 
heen given to the Supreme court in the after- 
noon. Minister de la Barra denied the truth 


of substantiation. |

PROBLEMS FOR WASHINGTON. 

Washington, D. C., May 11.—Officials in 
Washington today were engrossed in consid- 
ering questions of interna tional law relating 
to the rights of insurrectos to obtain food and 
other supplies from neutral territory, the ex- 
tent to which the government can go in con- 
trolling the exportation of arms and muni- 
tions of war to Mexico, and what authority 
army officers may legally exercise in restrict- 
ing movements of civilians, soldiers, and reb- 
els on the border. 

The state department, instead of making an 
official declaration, indicated the administra- 
tion of the neutrality laws reposed in th® de- 
partment of justice, while exportation of 
arms and supplies was up to the tredsury 
department to decide. 

The war department simply abided by its 
original orders to the. military commanders 
to execute neutrality laws as they understood 
them, and if either the treasury or state de- 
partments should choose to suggest any 
change in the practice the war department 
was ready to conform. 

Senator Cullom, accompanied by James W. 
Nye of Chicago, made a personal appeal to 
the state department to send a vessel of war 
to Guaymas, Mexico, for the protection of 
Iilincisans, whose lives are reported in dan- 
ger as @ result of the insurrection. The re- 
quest was refused. 


TOILERS GET $37,000,000 RAISE 


Increase in Pay of Trainmen Reported 
to International Brotherhood Oon- 
vention at Harrisburg. 


Harrisburg, Pa., May 11.—The wages of the 
trainmen in the United States and Canada 
have been increased $37,000,000 in a year. ac- 
cording to the report made to the interna- 
tional convention of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen by W. G. Lee, president. This 
is the first statement to be made of the great 
wage increasing movement in 1910 and cov- 
ered every section of the country.

GETS LESSON IN EUROPE. 


Prison System in France and Italy 
Better than in U. S. 


PARIS, May i11.—In many respects the 
zal and prisons in — 9 below the 
standard of the institutions in France and 
Italy. 

This is the: deduction made by Prof. 
Charles R. Henderson of Chicago, United 
Stetes commissioner on the international 
Prison board. He has just arrived in Paris 
after a tour of investigation in Italy and 
southern France. * 

According to Prof. Henderson the secret 
es in a centralized state administration, 
and the United States should take the jails 
and prisons from the jurisdiction of sheriffs. 


Advantages in Centralization. 

“There are great advantages in this cen- 
traligation,”’ said the professor. It gives 
the poorest prisons an administration equal 
to that of the best, because a trained and high 
salaried man oversees large and small alike. 
It permits what modern criminologists con- 
sider an excellent thing—namely, the ex- 
change of prisoners from one institution to 
another. 

„In the United States, on the other hand, 
although men are convicted under the state 
law, a county officer carries out the sen- 
tence according to his own ideas. The re- 
sult is that some convicts are lodged in 
sanitary quarters and are given wholesome 
food. while others, guilty of the same of- 
fense, are treated worse than beasis. 


Cond‘ ‘ions in Illinois. 

“We have been trying to centralize the 
prison administration in Lilinois, but we have 
been unable to combat the various ‘ country 
rights ° whigh appear to control the legisla- 
ture. Some sheriffs, it is well known, expPit 
the prisoners to swell their own pocketbooks, 
and naturally they do not want to give ip 
their lucrative control. Eventually, how- 
ever, we are sure to carry the day.

Personai'y 
I am examining plans for such a prison, 
which appears to be superior to anything 
now in existence.”

HE LIVED 12 YEARS 


Walter E. Duryea Spends Life 
in Invalid Chair After 
Aceident. 


INCREASES HIS RICHES. 


Father Leaves Him $800,000, 
Which He Raises to $2,500,000 
by Shrewd Investments. 


New York, May 11.—({Special.}—Walter E. 
Duryea, who lived almost a full dosen years 
with a broken neck, died today at his home in 
Upper Montclair in his 44th year. He broke 
his neck in August, 1809, by jumping from 
the Casino at Glen Cove lamding, alighting on 
his head in the sand in three feet of water. 

After ten months in Roosevelt hospital, fol- 
lowing two operations, on which the doctors 
had based the slightest sort of a hope that he 
would recover, he mended and so recovered 
his faculties that by shrewd investments he 
increased the $800,000 which he inherited from 
hie father to $2,500,000. 


Son of Starch Maker. 

Duryea, who is a som of Edgar E. Duryea, 
the starch manufacturer, was a member of 
theSeventh regiment and the Glen Cove Yacht 
club when the accident happened. In about 
ten monthe he was out of the hospital and at 
a senitarium at Danville, N. Y. Meantime his 
father died. The elder thought that the pos- 
sibility of his son living was so slight that he 
left him about $200,000 im trust, but should he 
live two years he wae to get the bulk of the 
estate. His three sisters contested the will, 
but they were defeated, and the young man 
inherited about $800,000 from hie father’s 
persona! estate and real estate holdings. 


Recovery Amazed Physicians. 

It was said that Duryea never forgave his 
sisters for contesting the will. Duryea’s re- 
covery was the subject of much medical dis- 
cussion. He spent most of the time in a sit- 
ting posture in a specially contrived chair. 
Three years after the accident he had built 
@ sixty-five foot yacht which he designed 
himeeif. At no time was he left algne, there 
being four women and two men nurses in 
attendance.

WATER POWER AND THE WATER- 
WAY. . 

It is not pleasant to charge disingenuous- 
ness against a reputable contemporary, but 
the leading editorial in the Record-Herald 
of Thursday must not go without challenge 
in this crisis in the fight for conservation 
in Illinois. 8 

Let us examine the allegations of this edi- 
torial. The first is this: 

The people who voted to put $20,000,000 into a 
waterway thought they were voting for a deep * 
ö channel in the interest of wonderful commercial 
development. They would never have authorized 


$20,000,000, or $2,000,000, for a water power project 
either with or without ultimate dreams. 


The conclusive answer to this claim that 
the people would never have authorized 
$20,000,000, or $2,000,000, for a water power 
project is that they did authorize a project 
which involved and provided for water 
power. The constitutional amendment au- 
thorizing the bond issue bas as its first 
proviso that any surplus earnings of any 
canal, watérway, or water power may be 
appropriated for its enlargement, mainte- 
nance, or extension.” 

The second proviso authorizes legislation 
for a deep waterway, the erection, equip- 
and maifitenance of power plants, locks, 
bridges, dams and appliances, sufficient and 
suitable for the development and utilization 
of the water power thereof,” and likewise 
expressly provides that the proceeds of the 
bond issue may be applied “ in the construc- 
tion of said waterway and in the erection, 
equipment, and maintenance of said power 


And finally this amendment closes with 
the following paragraph: * 

All power developed from said water- 
way may be leased in part or in whole, 
as the general assembly may by law 
provide; but in the event of any lease 
being so executed, the rental specified 

. therein for water power shall be sub- 
ject to a revaluation each ten years of 
the term created, and the income there- 
from shall be paid into the treasury 
of the state. 

By the largest vote ever cast in favor of 
a public policy proposition in the history of 
this state, that amendment and those 
phrases became a part of the constitution 
of Illinois. The vote was 675,898 in favor, 
193,296 against, or three to one. 

Does the Record-Herald accuse these peo- 
ple of idiocy? More of the amendment they 
approved was devoted to water power than 
to Waterway. Could they read? 

But the Record-Herald has two theories 
to nullify this popular verdict.

NE by one the most cherished histori- 

cal illusions are destroyed. People in 

Great Britain and also in this country 

have been taught to believe the so- 

called “ Stone of Destiny,” seated on 

which all the kings of England have been 

crowned in Westminster abbey since the 

reign of Edward I., was the original stone on 

which Jacob slept when he dreamed of the 
celestial ladder. 

It has been impressed upon us that it was 
brought. from the Holy Land to Spain and 
from Spain to Ireland, where it was used in 
connection with the coronation of the Irish 


kings on the Hill of Tara, from there to 


Dunnstafftnage castle in Scotland, which now 
belongs to the Duke of Argyll, and from 
thence to the Abbey of Scone, where for 300 
years all the kings of Scotland were crowned 
on it until 12296, when Edward I. of England 
carried it off to London. 

He encased it in an oaken chair or throne 
six feet seyen inches high, two feet deep, and 
with a seat two feet four inches wide. The 


stone itself, which is fastened under the seat. 


with two -firon chains, is twenty-six inches 
long by sixteen inches broad and ten and a 
half inches deep. The top is flat. 

Now, on the eve of the coronation of King 
George, more than six centuries later, Prof. 
Sir William Mitchell Ramsay, one of the 
most eminent scientists of Scotland and 
whose fame as an archeologist extends over 
the new world as well as the old, appears 
upon the scene, and, having brought all his 
knowledge to bear upon the subject, stoutly 
declares that the Stone of Destiny never was 
brought from the Holy Land, since there is 
no stone of that particular kind at Bethel, 
where Jacob/ his dream and is said to 
have used stone for a pillow. 

The professor, indeed, declares there is no 
stone of that particular kind in Palestine, nor 
yet in Spain, nor still less anywhere in the 
neighborhood of the Sacred Hill of Tara. 
But he points out that the stone is identical 
with that dull reddish, or rather purplish, 
sandstone which was extensively used in the 
construction of Dunnstaffnage castle and 


that it bears the same marks of the chisel as 


the stones that still igure among the ruins of 
the castle. 

In fact, he insists, and furnishes convincing 
proofs, that the Biblical and the Irish legends 
in connection with the Stone of Destiny are 
myths and that its origin does not go back 
any further than the times when the Scottish 
kings were crowned at Dunnstaffnage castle 
before the scene of the coronation was moved 
to the Abbey of Scone. _ 

_— 

Sir William Ramsay will have to face a 
good deal of indignation on the part of his 
countrymen in connection with this destruc- 
tion of their most cherished illusions, a piece 
of historic iconoclasm on a par with that of 
Isaac Iselin of Basle—ancestor of the Iselins 
of New York—who proved in a similar fash- 
ion that William Tell, the national hero of 
Switzerland, was a mere creature of fancy 
and also a myth. For so great has been the 
veneration of the Scotch people for the stone 
that they always have considered it indispen- 
sable to the sovereignty over their nation, re- 
calling King Kenneth’s couplet: 

„Or Fate is blind, or Scots shall find 

Where'er this stone the royal throne.” 

Thirty-two years after King Edward I. car- 
ried the stone off to England the Scots in- 
sisted on the insertion in the treaty of North- 
ampton of a clause stipulating that it should 
be returned to Scotland, and Edward III. 
issued a writ to have the clause put into exe- 
cution. But he changed his mind afterward 
and the stone has remained ever since in 
Westminster abbey. 

The oaken chair in which it Was encased by 
Edward I. is in a badly damaged condition. 
The Latin inscription was lost centuries ago, 
the ancient painting and gilding have dis- 
appeared, and many of the pointed arches 
are missing. 

Whenever a coronation has taken place the 
stone has been covered with cloth of gold. 
which upholsterers have not scrupled to fas- 
ten to the chair with tacks and nails. Indeed, 
there has been so little reverence for the chair 
itself that at the time of the first jubilee of 
Queen Victoria an attempt was made to 
smarten up this ancient chair of state by 
means of a coat of varnish, and only parlia- 
mentary intervention prevented this act of 
vandalism. 7 

— 

King George and Queen Mary have an- 
nounced their intention of making Holyrood 
palace a place of residence, and will be the 
first British sovereigns to actually live there 
Since the reign of that King James VI. of 
Scotland who became*James I. of England 
and of the united kingdom. 

King Edward and Queen Alexandra held 
court there in 1908, but resided at Dalkeith 
palace, near Edinburgh, which had been 
placed at their disposal by the Duke of Buc- 
cleuch, following the example in this matter 
of Queen Victoria. During the latter's reign 
Holyrood was absolutely unfit for use as a 
royal residence, as most of the best rooms and 
apartments had been alienated by the crown 
to this or that peer of the realm who pos- 


r sessed hereditary rights thereto. Thus some 


of the best apartments had belonged to the 
Dukes of Hamilton and to the Lords Breadal- 
bane for generations. 

All these rights, however, have now been 
surrendered to the crown, and the work of 
overhauling and of making habitable the 
palace, begun by King Edward, has been 
completed by King George. The sanitary ar- 
rangements which were so shocking that the 
late Earl Leven was obliged, when high com- 
missioner, to refuse on that account even to 
hold court there, much less reside there dur- 
ing his fortnight’s mission, have been brought 
thoroughly up to date. 

Electric lights and telephonic communica- 
tion, hot water pipes, etc., and everything 
else indispensable to the comfort and con- 
veniences of twentieth century life have been 
installed, and the entire palace has been re- 
decorated and refurnished. 

The private apartments of the king and 
queen are on the second floor, on the south- 
east and éast sides of the palace. They have 
lofty ceilings, are well lighted, and command 
fine views of the gardens, the park, the hill, 
and the crags. The queen's private apart- 
ments are in the east division of the second 
floor, and her sitting room is a particularly 
beautiful apartment, in silver gray ard soft 
gold tints. 8

All the work of restoration has been done 
with the utmost reverence for the past, and 
the removal of innumerable fath and plas- 
ter partitions, of whitewash and paint from 
exquisitely wrought old tron work, stone 
work, and wood carving have brought to 
light all sorts of unsuspected treasures of art. 
Perhaps the most remarkable thing in this 
connection has been the adornment of the

CUSTOMS WORKER PROMOTED. 


[NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER] 


New York, May 11.—[Special.]—In the last 
hour of trading today, stocks cotton and 
grains rose simultaneously. These move- 
ments would have been regarded as more 
incongruous were it not for the fact that, 
for a considerable time, the commoditiés 
have been controlled principally by other 
factors than the prospects regarding this 
year’s production of farms. Were the ad- 
vance in cotton options to new prices for 
the year and the forward movement in wheat, 
which carried the May price close to its re- 
cent high level, a refiéction of concern re- 
garding the probable yields of cotton and 
wheat, this year the upward movement on 


the stock exchange would have been entirely 
illogical. 

As it is, the current high prices, particular- 
ly for old crop months, are not regarded as 
inconsistent with a faverable outlook for 
this year’s harvests, for the reason that 
conditions abroad and the scarcity of sup- 
plies here have been important factors in the 
recent rising in commodity prices. 


Steel Goes Up. 


So far as the movement in stocks was concerned 
it was not until toward the close of the session 
that trading was conducted with any, spirit. In 
the last hour several of the leading issues were 
actively dealt in at advancing prices, and the 
final figures recorded such net gains as 1 in Read- 
ing, 1% in Union Pacific, and 1% in United States 
Steel. It was in these threé issues that the chief 
activity amd principal advances of the day oc- 
curred, much of the iet being neglected as on 
recent days. 

How much merit is to be attached to a forward 
movement such as occurred this afternoon may be 
set down as problematical. The extent thet 
transactions were dominated by the three or four 
stocks, which were the chief gainers by the aft- 
‘ermoon movement, is suggested by the fact that 
the increase in trading in United States Steel alone 
accounted for 57,000 shares out of an increase of 
78,000 shares in the total transactions, compared 
with the previous day.

DRY GOODS BOOM EXPECTED; 
MANUFACTURERS ON WATCH. 


Material Will Be Needed by Second 
Hands and Prices on Cottons Cannot 
Be Forced Down. 


New York, May 11—Developments in the 
cotton goods market are being closely fol- 
lowed by first hands and manufacturers. 
More inquiries are being received from job- 
bers in various sections of the country, It is 
likely that a buying movement will shortly 
start on goods which will be needed in the 
not distant future by second hands. 

The situation in the print cloth end of the 
market has gone a considerable way toward 
creating confidence in the future as well as 
a strong upward tendency in raw cotton. 
Prices in most staple lines of cotton goods 
are now considerably below actual cost of 
production, with cotton at current prices, 
and even should there be a sharp break in 
raw material prices, this would herdly re 
suit in forcing prices down on finished goods. 
Manufacturers are not trying to force busi- 
ness at concessions in spite of reports that 
certain western jobbers have been picking up 
small lots of brown goods, drills, and sheet- 
ings at lower figures than those quoted in 
the open market.

AMERICAN GRAIN MAREETS. 


Reports from New York indicate the possibility 
of the Armour Grain company leasing the big 
Erie elevator at Jersey City. President George E. 
Marcy of the Armour Grain company has been in 
New York the last few days and it is understood 
there have been negotiations pending between the 
loca] n concern and the D O Mills estate con- 
cerning the leasing of this property.

Government Will Prosecute Con- 
cerns Ignoring Federal Tax. 


MUST FILE OWN SCHEDULES. 


Maximum Penalty Is $10,000; Suits 
May Aggregate $30,000,000 in Fines, 


Nearly 3,000 Illinois corporations which to 
date have ignored the provisione of the fed- 
eral corporation tax law and have failed to 
filed schedules with Samuel M. Fitch, col- 
lector of internal revenue, may find them- 
selves confronted with sults for penalties 
aggregating about 330 000,000 unless they 
comply with the law before June 1. This was 
the dictum of Mr. Fitch yesterdey when final 
notices were mailed to corporations listed 
with the secretary of state at Springfield 
which have not filed schedules. 


Provisions of Law. 

The revenue collector declared that he will 
ask United States District Attorney Sims to 
file suits against delinquent corporations on 
June 1. According to the law, which became 
applicable last year, failure to file schedules 
may be visited with a fine of from $1,000 to 
$10,000. Corporations sued are allowed the 
privilege of offering a compromise to the gov- 
ernment, but only in cases where ignorance 
of the provisions of the law or illness of an 
officer whose duty it would be to make out 
and file such schedules is shown. The right 
to compromise extends only to the penalty 
and not to the tax itself nor to the addition 
of 80 per cent of the tax assessed in accord- 
ance with the law. 

Expect Greater Revenues. 

It is believed by the revenue officials that 
thousands of dollars more in taxes wil! be col- 
lected this year than were received last year, 
this being the second year of the operation of 
the law.

J. B. Forgan Saye Many People Dis- 
trust Scheme Because Rhode Island 
Senator Framed It. 


James B. Forgan, president of the First 
National bank, expressed his opinion of peo- 
ple who oppose the Aldrich currency plan 
because it was planned by Senator Aldrich 
before the American Institute of Banking, 
Chicago chapter, at the weekly meeting in 
the Northwestern University building last 
night.

Fluctuations in produce values at Chicago 
yesterday centered in the market for poultry 
and were confined to reductions of lc a pound 
in quotations on fowls, roosters, turkeys, and 
geese. Weakness pervaded the market for 
eggs, and a complete clearance of arrivals 
could not be made, but dealers supported 
prices on a steady basis. 

Butter trade was active and the market had 
a healthy undertone at unchanged figures.

Interstate Commerce Board to Act on 
Complaint That Freight Charges Are 
Exorbitant and Discriminating. 


Washington, D. C., May 11.—An investiga- 
tion of alleged unreasonable freight rates on 
wool, hides, and pelts from western points of 
origin to eastern destinations was ordered 
today by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. The inquiry will affect wool, hides, and 
pelt rates throughout the country, 

The investigation, inatituted on the com- 
mission's initiative, developed from com- 


. plaints filed by the National Wool Growers’ 


association and the Oregon rallroad commis- 
sion against the western carriers, claiming 
that existing rates on wool, hides, and peits 
wer excessive, exorbitant, and discrim- 
tnatory. 

The inquiry ordered is genera! in scope, the 
points of origin being in the states west of 
the Missiseippi and in Illinois and the destina- 
tions being all wool and hide centers east of 
the Missouri to the Atlantic. It will include 
an investigation of the tariffs of several hun- 
dred railroads, particularly those of the 
transcontinental carriers. 

The result of the investigation will be the 
issuance of a mandate of the commission 
fixing reasonable rates on the three com- 
modities. 


GET NEW EVIDENCE IN ALLEGED 
‘TUG TRUST’ FEDERAL INQUIRY. 


Hearing at Washington Deduces Testi- 
mony That Great Lakes Towing Com- 
pany Sought to Buy Out Rival. 


That the Great Lakes Towing company, al- 
leged by the government to be a trust, made 
an effort in 1899 to acquire the tugs in Mil- 
waukee, was the principal fact disclosed yes- 
terday in the examination before B. C. Miller, 
special examiner in the office of Court Com- 
missioner Bloodgood at Washington, D. C., 
according to dispatches. Hearings have been 
held in the principal lake ports for the pur- 
pose of gathering information forthe govern- 
ment in its suit to have the towing corpora- 
tion dissolved. W. C. Starke of the Mil- 
waukee Tug Boat line, and F. C. Maxson of 
the Independent line were the principal wit- 
nesses. Mr. Starke said that in 1890 Messers. 
Davidson, Collins, and Neuman, representing 
the Great Lakes Towing company, met him 
and discussed the contemplated purchase 
of the tugs of his line. He swore that they 
did not make an agreement. 


STATE SENATE PASSES BILLS.’ 


Provides for Mining Investigation 
Commission and Panama-Pa- 
cific Exhibit. 


Springfield, III., May 11—The senate this 
afternoon passed the following bills: 


Senate bill 486, Hurburgh—Creates a mining in- 
vestigation commission to be appointed by the 
governor, to investigate safety appliances in coal 
mines and conservation of the coal deposits. The 
commission, which is to consist of three coal 
mine owners, three miners, and three others not 
connected with mines, has power to subpeena wit- 
nesses and compel them to testify under oath. It 
shall submit to the next assembly proposed legis- 
lation relating to coal mining. 

Senate bill 418, Hay—Provides that all fees 
received by the state free employment agency 
commissioners from any source Shall be paid into 
the state treasury on or before Sept. 30 and March 
31 of each year. Also reimburses chief inepector 
of private employment agencies for expenses. 

Senate bill 461, Potter—Appropriates $10,000 to 
cover expenses of joint committee hereafter ap- 
pointed to investigate operation of public utility 
laws in various states. 

Senate bill 279, Bailey—Creates a commiasion to 
direct the installation and meintenance of an 
IMinois state exhibit at the Panama-Pacific Inter- 
national exposition at San Francesco. Appropriates 
$2,500. 

House bill 124, Lyon—Amends section N of act 
to regulate treatment of dependent, neglected, and 
delinquent children to give Probate courts juris- 
diction. 


MEASURES PASSED BY HOUSE. 


Among Them Is Bill Providing for Six 
Additional Circuit and Superior 
Judges in Cook County. 


Springfield, III., May 11.—[Special.]—Among 
the bills passed by the house today are these: 

House bill 450, Pierson—Provides for an increase 
of six Circult and Superior court judges in Cook 
county, as permitted by the last federal census. Ad- 
ditional Judges are to be elected at the November. 
1911, election. 

House bill 441, Scanlan—Giving I)Mnols companies 
organized for the purpose of writing life insurance 
power to write accident and health Insurance as 
well. Known as the Home Insurance company 
measure. 

House bill 322, ApMadoc—The loan shark bill, 
fixing ( per cent per month as legal on per- 
sonal property loans and assignment of wages. 
Gives power to recover when a higher rate of in- 
terest is charged.
